Aid Bill Seeks 
$1.027 Billion 


With aid to public schools be- 


ies, such as the genera) fund and 
earmarked funds, it is some- 
times difficult to determine just 
what the total will be. 

| Experts who are supposed to 
jknow about complicated appro- 
priation bills say that Gov. Mil- 
liken’s school aid bill (Senate 
Bil! No. 107 introduced by the 
chairman of the Senate Appro- 
priations Committee) will, if 
adopted as introduced, pay $1,- 
027,500,000 to our state’s public 
schools for the next fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1972. 

This billion dollar measure, in 
addition to funds provided local- 
ly, would provide the bulk of the 
funds needed to educate about 
12,180,000 public school children. 

The unknown fattor, of course, 
is how many of the state’s 280,- 
000 nonpublic school children will 
be making the transfer to public 
schouls next yéar. 

The number of Catholic school 
closings already is rather sub- 
stantial and there is a feeling 
the school aid bill may have to 
be “beefed up” a bit if such 
closings continue to grow in the 
next few months. 

Incidentally, Senate Bil] No. 
105 — also the administration’s 
bill — appropriates $359,311,816 
to the state’s publicly-supported 
institutions of higher learning 
for the next fiscal year. 

That would bring to almost one 
and one-half billion dollars the 
state’s share of educating our 
young people next year.

According to Kenneth Neepcr, ' 
District Conservationist, the 
types of trees and shrubs avaii- 
able will be about the same a 
fin nrevious years. The District , 
will also make arrangements 
for a commercial planter to 
plant the trees for local or ab- 
sentee landowners. 

Trees available include Red 
(Norway), White, and Scotch 
pine at a cost of $22 per thous- 
and. Norway and White spruce 
seedlings are available at $30 
per thousand. These can be 
bought in quantities less than 
1,000 at a price of $5 per 100 for 
the pines and $6 per 199 for the 
spruce. 

Shrubs can be ordered in wild- 
life packets which include 500 
assorted species. The cost per 
packet is $12.50. Other shrubs 
‘can be ordered in quantities of 
1,000 or 100, at a price of $20 per 
thousand or $5 per hundred. 
The packet and shrubs include 
autumn olive, siberian crabap- 
ple,. gray dogwood, honeysuckle 
and highbush cranberry. 

Many landowners have plant- 
ed the shrubs to provide natural 
habitat for game & birds. Trees 
improve land and add to its val- 
ue. District records indicate 
about 50,000 trees and a littie 
more than 20,000 shrubs were 
planted in the two-county Dis- 
trict as a result of the tree sale 
program last Spring.

State Sen. William Ballenger of Ovid has offered 
a bill for a new type of tax status for a piece of 
fsrmiand in transition, as illustrated above. It 
embodic: 2 concent of deferred taves and appears 
to embody all the principles of being able to eat 
your cake, and have it on hand, too. 

As Ballenger expiains his bill: 

“It provides that deferred tax status shall be 
available to farmland zoned exclusively for 
agriculture or horticulture or devoted to 
agricultural or horticultural use for three previous 
years and from which the owner derives one-third 
ar more of his normal annuai income. 

“Ht also provides that the state tax commission 
shall establish criteria for the assessment of 
qualified farmland on the basis of its productivity 
and net eaming capacity for agricultural or 
horticultural use and capitaiized ai a 
representing a fair return on investment.” 

The way the Ballenger plan works, when such 
tax-deferred farmland 1s soid, a “itree year 
rollback tax would be paid at the time of sale or 
change of use based on the difference between 
value for its non-agricultural use aiid the value 
established for its agricultural use.” 

As we understand the idea, the farmland would

continue to be taxed as farmland as long as it is 
producing crups, although the {and would be 
accumulating a tax liability at its commercial-use 
level; when the land actually turns to commerciat 
use, then the accumulated tax liability would be 
due and payabie. 

The idea is now in use in one form or another in 
16 slules, according to Ballenger, and it seems to 
us that Michigan should become the 17th. 

We can see equity on both sides of the coin: 

As long as the land is farm land, why should it 
carry a tax level at the commercial rate, for a use 
to which the land is not then being put? As noted 
ahove, such commercial tax rates on farm land 
ones aie cunfiscaivry. : 

But on the other hand, if the land actually is 
valued at a higher figure . . . if it would bring a 
handsome price on the open market, and thus is 
worth that much more... why then should is 
escape taxation at that rate? Such iower 
agricultural rates, then, would be depriving the 
of government such as townships of 
counties or school districts—of the tax support 
which they should receive. 

The Ballenger approach cf deferred taxation, it 
appears to us, is the proper way to attack this
